St. John’s Parish
Has 150th Anmversary

New Haven, Oet. §.—Plans have been
completed for the 150th “anniversary
of ithe organlzation of 2t. John's Pro-
testant Episcopal parish with an in-
teresting program of gxercises to last
over three daya, from BSaturday, Oect.
30 to Monday, November 1,

The following short higtory of the
parigh iz connected in the anniversary
leaflet just published.

In 1723 the frst meeting.of Church
of England wns held at Mr. Ebenezer
Blakeslec's and a temporary socleLy
wan formed. In 1740, on the Meonday
after Laster, a Union church was or-
ganized by the Churchmen of Walllng-
ford and North Haven, and a Church
Bullding was erected in the Pond Hil
district near where Mr, Arthur Blakes-
lee now lives, Of the men who as-
sisted in organizing this, the begin-
Ling of the North Haven and also of
the Wallingford Parish, five out of
elght were North Haven men., so that
we may really be said to -date our
history from that date. On April 24,
1769, St. John's Parish was organized
and St. John, Th= Evangelist Day, 1761
the new bullding was dedicated by
the Rev. Mr. Punderson on the spot
where the  Rectory now stands, The
present Church bullding was conse-
crated in June 1835, by Bishop Brown-
ell. Twenty-five yvears later an addi-
tion was made to it, completing it as

it is at preosent, the most perfect ex-

ample of its style of architecture any-
where in the vicinity.

Mfter competing his law studies In
Columbia, he extended his education
by a tour of South America, which
occupled several months. He retarn-
ed fo this elty from South America In
December 1830, and that same month
took his examinations for the bar, be-
igg among the first applicants for
membership at the bar who were com-
pelled to pass written examinations
before a ceommittee of Judges under
the present system.

He began the practice of law in this
city in 1891. Six months thereafter, he
asgociated with him his brother Thom-
ag M. Culllnan, the presant_city attor-
ney, who had just become a member
of the bar and the firm hag continued
in the suceessful practice of law in
this city since that time. During the
first four years of his legal practice,
he taught night school dand was. for
a short perlobd, substitute teacher of
Latin and mathematice In the Bridge-
port High school, so thet during most
of his life he has been in close touch
with educational matters.
